Billet was sired by Voltigcur out of Calcutta, Volti- 
geur by Voltaire—Martha Linn, Voltaire by Blackiock, 
dam Phantom by Walton, mare by Overton. Calcutta 
by Flatcatcher by Touchstone, out of Decoy by Filho 
v da Puta, by 8ir Peter by Highflyer. 

This brief pedigree will show that through Billet's 
veins the best blood of the English stud runs. Galo- 
pin, the winner of this year’s Derby, is considered a 
long way the best of his year, and is by Videite, who 
w&s a very speedy son of old Voltigeur, who in his time 
conquered the famous Flying Dutchman. 

As a performer Billet won the Zetland Stakes for 
two-year-olds at York by three lengths, beating Eau de 
Vie, Stella, Percussion, etc. The Egbam Stakes, won 
easily by a length, beating La Sorentina, Rally, Zoo- 
llte, etc. Won the Marchem Park Stakes at Abingdon 
beating Magna; Irwell and others. Won a sweepstake 
at Hew Market easily,- beating Benefactress, Ally by 
\oung Melbourne, Veda, Snowdrift apd Glenarm, al¬ 
lowing them 88 pounds. At Worcester October Meet-

ning by a length and a half. 


Billet’s achievements have stamped him as a first- 
class performer. His action was all that could be de¬ 
sired, running his races with that unflinching gameness 
and resolution which characterizes stout blood. 
Though young in the stud, he has proven himself the 
sirc of race horses, the most prominent being Carrie P., 
Sangamona, etc. 

In the fall of 1878 be was exhibited at the Macon 
County Fair, receiving first premium of $200 for the 
best thoroughbred stallion. At the great St. Louis 
Fair, in the same year, in the thoroughbred ring, he 
got firA premium of $200 over a large number of thor¬ 
oughbred and imported horses. Two of his colts re¬ 
ceived first and second premiums in the same class, 
and a sucking colt 1st premium in its class, and sweep- 
stakes over all colts. In 1&78 two of his colls were 
entered in five stakes at four different places—two at 
Springfield, one *at Chicago, St. Joseph and St. Louis, 
winning first money in every stake, and distancing the 
field at St. Louis on the first heat, thus winning first 
and second money. 

Mr. Powers has four of Billet’s colts—one one-year- 
old last spring, and three two-year-olds same time, all 
out of thoroughbred mares. These seven comprise 
three out of Miss Foote, by Gazan; two out of Bettie 


Lewis, by Rowell’s Uncle Vic, and two out of Aunie 
Lexington, by Lexington. These youngsters are all 
very promising, show their blood and breeding, and 
most of them will be put in training next spring. 

Billet was purchased by Messrs. Samuel Powers and 
E. A. Jones jointly, in 1869, and brought to Decatur. 
Mr. Powers came into full possession about three years 
ago. At that time Billet had but few thoroughbred 
marcs, and those few were from a distance, and from 
owners who knew of his reputation and record. Among 
his thorougbred gets may be mentioned the following: 
Messrs Welch & Lloyd, of Vicksburg, Miss., have a 
last spring’s Billet filly colt from an unregistered mare. 
A St. Louis gentleman has also a fine last spring’s filly. 
Lizzie Vic, by Uncle Vic, a registered mare, has a Ally 
foal of last spring, a very handsome and promising 
youngster. 

Mr. Powers is a thoroughbred himself, and modesty 
predominates to such an extent that where Billet has 
ever competed for pui-se or pride in thiB country, he is 
slow to relate facts, though facts are numerous and 
plenty. His inclinations are for the greatest good to 
the greatest number, and his name will rank A 1, in the 
future, as a lover of pure thoroughbred slock, of which 
ho has been n serviceable promoter. .

East Indian Sporting Sketches.—No. 1!). 

Towards the end of October '68 G-», who was 

quartered down at Mucbe Hawaii, sent up a note asking 
me to come down to breakfast and spend a day at quail 
in the wheat fields just beyoud the city. Feeling in¬ 
clined .so to do, I sent down tuy gun and 100 cartridges 
loaded with snipe shot by the bearer with the conven- 
lional “Salaam bolo” as answer. It is an expressive 
phrase used in all sorts of ways, and at different times, 
meaning “Give my respects,” “Bay thank job,” “Sends 
compliments,” and, in fact, all such complimentary 
conventionalities, and is tho usual wav of answering 
Dotes, messages, presents, &c.. in the affirmative. Be¬ 
fore starting for parade I ordered the grasscutter to 

lake my shooting clothes down to G-s' by breakfast 

time, and the gyce (horse keeper) to bring Grey-Friar 
down to the parade ground so that 1 might lose no time. 
This was done, and at about 10 a. m. we bad an un¬ 
usually substantial meal, for G- s was, as a rule, a 

hearty tiffin eater, and needed extra provisioning to 
tide through the day without that Anglo-Indian liver- 
enlarger After breakfast a cheroot and siesta were 
necessary to my old school chutu, who “showed his 
oats,” so to speak, by putting down 230 lbs. when called 
upou. So be dozcdjrtilet I conned over the last num¬ 
ber of Land and WaUr, and was borne on the more 
than lightning wings of thought to Doncaster town 
Moor, and saw the finish for the St. Leger- to the school 
fields of my boyhood and heard a younger generation 
cheering like mad at a hard earned cricket victory; to 
the yellow stubbles where the “frequent gun” dealt 
destruction to the whirring partridge; to a dozen differ¬ 
ent localities familiar by this, that, or the other sport¬ 
ing incident, till the swinging punkah over bead and 
the snoring friend hard by were all forgotten in those 
crowding memories of the past, so pleasant to all, so 
especially pleasant to the sportsman. The mid-day 

gun recalled me 10,000 miles, and caused G-s to 

awake, arise, shake himself together, call for u brandy 
and soda, and prepare for our shoot. By 1 p. u. we 
were on the ground, and, by the aid of four beaters, 
were soon at work among the quail, giving G-s' re¬ 

triever all he could do to gather in the birds that 
dropped to our steady fire. Ai first I did not come off 
very well. I hod never previously given a day to these 
delicious birds, and did not quite make out their rapid 
start and fluttering flight; my first dozen rounds re¬ 
sulted in eight clean misses. G-g, who was always 

popping at them, had “wiped my eye" twice in suc¬ 
cession with a quiet chuckle after each, which was ag¬ 
gravating till I caught the hang of the thing. I 
no' iced that I bagged those that were from thirty to 
forty yards off, but had invariably tuisBed the close 
shots; upon this 1 argued that it must be their flutter¬ 
ing start that put me off, and, acting upon this, I let 
them settle down to their regular flight, before pulling 
trigger. The next 12 shots had 6nly 8 misses in it and 

the third dozen only one miss. Meanwhile G-s had 

been popping away, knocking off single birds, easy 
doubles and long right-and-lefts with steady precision, 
having put 37 birds on bis stick out of 39 shots. By 

this time G-a’ weight began to tell so he called a 

temporary halt under a Guava tree, and had a good 
suck at the cold brandy and water in the leathern 
bottle earned by a coolie. 

Having rested for about twenty minutes we went to 
work again and averaged—he 11 and I 10 to the dozen 
shots. 1 had my revenge though for the "eye wiping" 


I bad reoeived la the earner portion of the day by 
knocking over an vM jack her* which G-s had miss¬ 

ed with both barrels. This I accounted for by youth¬ 
ful experience at rabblta. The sun was getting low and 
we had determined to walk through only one field more 
before closing for the day. G—-s bad 67 quail and a 
brace of blue rooks on his stick; I bad 67 quail, a blue- 
rock and a hare when we entered the last field, but a 
tragi comical Incident prevented much addition to our 
bag. We had hardly advanced ten yards Into the field 
when a bevy rose right in the center of the line. We 
each let drive our right and left barrel Into them, 
scarcely had the reports ceased ere a dismal howl arose 
from that corner of the field almost diagonally opposite 

J® 0-®i and ip looking in that direction we saw a 

brace of old women wringing their hands and at the 
same time howling as aforesaid. On listening we dis¬ 
tinctly heard the words ‘‘murgaia’'—“mardola "—dead 

—murdered. G-g culled out to me, "You’ve done 

It, you’ve killed those old hags!”, whereupon I waxed 
wroth and began to demonstrate the Impossibility of 
any shot from my gun goiDg in that direction; but 
whilst all this took mace Rolland had retrieved three 
quail and we had advanced to the old women who were 
now joined by other old women and Borne men. On 
inquiry we found that one old lady had been hit in the 

eye by a pellet of shot. 0-s was in a great way; he 

was tollerably a griff, and knew not the best salve for 
the Injury—I dlcT ‘‘Give her five rupees" (#2.60), 1 re¬ 
marked, “and send her up to the dispensary; If there is 
any serious harm beyond the loss of her eye you can 
see to it afterwards. 

G--s accepted the situation, dived into his pockets 

for the coin and changed the wailing into jubilant ex- 
clammations of,"Thank you, oh, Protector of the poor!" 
Each old woman of the crowd would have had an eye 
knocked out for that sum. A brief note to the dispen¬ 
sary surgeon scrawled on the back of a letter was ad¬ 
ded to the donation, and the old lady and her escort 
went one way whilst we moved towards the fort in an¬ 
other direction. G-s was rather sober during the 

walk home, but recovered on getting his legs under our 
mess table, and as the bourB slipped by and the \yine 
went down, became fuller and more full in detailing 
how I shot the old woman. Bengalee.

To The Field :—On the morning of Aug. 4 might 
have been seen a party of four boys on the deck of one 
of Chicago's propellers lying in the slip Just west of 
elevator B. Yes, we were about to leave the great gar 
den city for Traverse Bay (Grand) where we intended to 
spend a week or two in hunting and fishiqg.

Rising early Saturday morning, we took a hasty de¬ 
jeuner and got ready to Journey to Mosso, a stream de¬ 
riving 1U name from the country miller, where we ex¬ 
pected to catch seme brook trout. Armed cap a pie 
for the enterprise, we started out on foot for the brook 
about three miles distant. 

On arriving, we were all eager to get to work, and In 
the hurry lines tangled and hooks were constantly get* 
ting foul, proving to us very clearly that ‘'haste 
makes waste." We tried to be os patient and as silent 
as Izaak Walton, hoping for a streak of luck. But in 
spite of our long leaders of various files, our handsome 
rods and reels, we were unable to find enough fish to 
feed a good sized cat.

After an hour’s trudging through bush 
and bramble over logs and IiIUb, through valleys and 
ravines, we suddenly espied the smooth waters of the 
lake so famous for perch and bass. 

Taking possession of two dug-outs we found on the 
bank, wfc paddled slowly along to the fishing grounds. 

The death-like stillness of the place was only broken 
by the screeching of a loon, which echoed and re-echo¬ 
ed from the walls of pine which surrounded the lake. 

Dropping our hooks well bailed into the clear water, 
we waited patiently for a bite, but all was in vain. 

For hours we persisted in fishing, and werefinully re¬ 
warded for our labors by catching one boss.

The sun getting low, we deserted 
our boats and wearily marched toward camp. Words 
cannot describe our feeling of contempt for everything 
around us, or depiot the long und sorrowful faces we 
wore. 

Mosquito bitten, we scratched und hurried on, vow¬ 
ing that should we reach borne, Travers Bay should 
know us no more as sportsmen. 

Concluding to go to Macinuc before returning to Chi¬ 
cago we packed two trunks with the most valuable 
articles, leaving fra* kettles, frying pans and other 
heavy ware behind. s 

As our canvas boat was dead stock anA a hindrance " 
to travel, we sold it at a sacrifice. 

After a short stay at Macinac. we came home on the 
propeller Fountain City. And 1 can say very safely 
that we were all glad to get buck home again.

stock of boned and dried ham together with canned 
meats in addition to our large stock of coffee, sugar, 
crackers, condensed milk, etc. But it was with much 
reluctance we obeyed, arguing tfiat our guns and fish¬ 
ing rods would make anything ai the kind superfluous. 

Bidding friends good bye, our craft glided ont of the 
harbor amidst the shrieking of tug wmstleB and din of 
the busy city. Turning her head northward, she 
breasted the waves of old Lake Michigan. 

Our passage was a remarkably quiet one as far as 
wind and wave were concerned, and rather monot¬ 
onous, Milwaukee being the only place we visited. 

We did not care much for steamboat society, except¬ 
ing “Black EyeB," who seemed to make hintself very 
agreeable tojhe ladies, and for the greater part of our 
journey were picturing to our imagination, baskets of 
speckled trout and bags of game ; building air castles 
on “story” foundations, till assuming such proportions 
would totter aud fall to the ground. After passing the 
Manitou Islands, we hugged close to the eastern shore 
until turning into the bay. 

The Islands are very beautiful, being heavily timber¬ 
ed, and in some places vegetation grows to the waters 
edge, while in others a bare wall of clay rises almost 
perpendicular to a height of one hundred and fifty 

On Friday afternoon, at 8 o'clock, we landed at 
Northport, a village containing about four hundred 
inhabitants. We had our baggage put on a large wag 
on and were thus prepared to continue, our journey to 
New Mission, a landing about Beven mites -south. 
Taking leave of our lady acquaintances from Chicago, 
we ordered the wagon to lead the way, while we,' glad 
to be on our legs again, trudged on behind. The road 
was a very well beaten path, hemmed in close with 
the everlasting stumps, so peculiar to Michigan. It was 
winding enough to shut out the future, every few hun¬ 
dred yards, thus affording new scenery at each turn. 
On the west Bide is a gentle Bioping bill covered with 
grain or pasturage, while on the eastern side, between 
the bay and the path, is a forest of pine, elm and 
maple, with a dense undergrowth of shrubs and ever¬ 
greens. 

Just as the sun went dowa behind the trees, we 
made our last turn and halted at the head of a small 
bay, running In land from the main body of water 
about one mile, pnd being one-half as wide. The water 
is very deep in some places and so clear that the dif¬ 
ferent colored pebbles are easily distinguished. As 
the shades of night were coming on, we began to think 
of a night's rest. 

We pitched our tent on a gentle sloping greensward 
toward the bay, packing our goods behind under a 
storm cloth. 

In the meantime, our cook “Nick” had got the ket¬ 
tle boiling and was making a fine pot of coffee, while 
“Lazy” loaded the family board with goodies from the 


ry manner. The gales of the Agricultural Society's 
Fair Grounds were thrown open at 2 p. m., on Wednes¬ 
day, the 1st instant.

The judges on duty 
during the entire meeting were W. S. Frazier, Esq , 
und Dr. E. F. Bartlett, of Aurora, and Capt. Edward 
Mann, of Oswego. 

The Fair Grounds here belong to the Northern Illi¬ 
nois Agricultural Society, und comprise 60 acres, well 
fenced, with large covered amphitheatre, and open 
seats for the accommodation of 6,000 people. There 
are good stands, stable accommodations, Ac. 

Aurora has about 18,000 inhabitants, aDd among 
tbem a fair number of Bporting men, and those who In¬ 
terest themselves in matters relating to the turf and 
field, as well as the culture of thoroughbred slock. 
Among tbem I may mention Mr. Wm. S. Frasier, who 
made a fortune with bis celebrated horse Brother Jona¬ 
than. All who read The Field will remember bis 
record of 2.24-. Mr. Frasier gave a banquet to turf¬ 
men, at hls.elegant residence, on Thursday evening, 
when about 45 gentlemen pnssed a few hours in the 
most agreeable manner, being handsomely entertained 
and provided for. 

Among those woll known throughout the State, I met 
on the Fair Grounds Dr. W. A. Pratt, of Elgin, Com¬ 
missioner of fish culture for this State; Ed. Laurie, 
correspondent of Willtee Spirit; Mr. James Clarkson, 
and Chas. W. Taylor, represented Mendola, and did it 
well. Messrs. Haight, Hendricks, Btoddard, Davidson, 
of the Auburn House, and little Flake Meade, put in 
an appearance for Joliet. Sheriff Berkely, of Dixuu, 
was there, but made no arrests. There wsb a host of 
other well-known friends of your paper, whose names 
I don't just now call to mind.

z No matter how well ventilated kennels may be, dis- 
r infectants are invariably needed where more than one 
i d °8 18 housed in the same building. The most com¬ 
mon are chloride of lime and carbolic acid These 
doubtless accomplish the end for which they are in¬ 
tended but experience hag shown me that their use is 
attended by great drawbacks I have used carbolic 
acid extensively in the post as a disinfectant, and car- 
’ Hollo 80a P as a wash for fleas or other vermin, and 
have had my dogs’noses ruined for weeks at a time 
by the strong odor which appeared tlie moment the 
hair was wet, even by the dew, when working in the 
early moroiDg; this too when the greatest care had been 
i exercised to cleanse the coat after using the boOd and 
i long after all scent had vanished from the hair when 
dry. Chloride of lime is not so bad as the acid, but 
far from good at best. What is needed is a disin¬ 
fectant, which while it destroys all impurities, is itself 
inodorous. This I have found in bromo ehloralum 
which I have used daily for two yeare with perfect sat¬ 
isfaction and the happiest results. 

My dogs are chained by day to small box kennels in 
my orchard, where there is shade enough to insure 
coolness and comfort; at night they are all housed in a 
tog out building divided into rooms eight'feet square. 
This building is ten feet high at the eaves, and the 
rooms are separated by partitions seven feet high The 
open space above gives free ventilation, which is still 
further facilitated by slat outside doors. In each room 
1 keep a brace of dogs. These rooms are thoroughly 
swept and cleaned every morning, and disinfected by 
sprinkling the floors with one part of ehloralum to four 
of water (a mixture stronger than the directions pre- 
scribed), which keeps the entire building sweet and pure 
at all times and seasons. In summer 1 give my docs 
no bed, as the plank floors are cooler; in winter ex- 
celsior such as is used for packing crockery, makes 
the best und cleanest as well as most lasting bed As 
proof of how my system works, I huve had but one case 
of mange or other skin disease in my kennel for years 
Even my imported dogs have not suffered as most 
others have from what 1 call ship mange, the cause in¬ 
duced by the salt, raw food and confinement on ship 
board. As soon as each dog reached me, I put him in 
a kennel remote from the others, gave him a small dose 
of physic, and fed him for a few days on cooling veg- 
ctable diet, examining him every morning thoroughly 
and if the slightest eruption appeared, treating it with 
a thm dressing of green iodide of mercury and lard 
ivelf treatment has brought my dogs out hearty and 

Another valuable property of the ehloralum is its 
healing qualities; any small wound or scratch mv dogs 
have received, and which the flies have aggravaled has 
been rapidly healed by washing with the same prepara- 
tjon 1 use as a (lisiofectaut. By occasionally 9oriiiKlincr 
the dogs with this, I have kept flies and gnats awav 
from them in a great measure, as well as away from 
toe bunks where my brood bitches lie with their pups 
This is effected by tbe action of the ehloralum purify¬ 
ing and cleaning the dogs’ coats and skin, thus depriv¬ 
ing the insects of their food. I would like to hear from 
others who have used this or other disinfectants as a 
comparison of views and experience may elicit facts o i 
value to your readers.

The Exposition. 

The third annual inauguration of the Inter-State Ex¬ 
position took place on Wednesday evening last. Not¬ 
withstanding the inclemency of the weather, the at¬ 
tendance was exceedingly good for the opening night. 
Nearly all of the departments were well represented, 
and by the time this reaches the reader, every avails 
ble place will be filled. 

The representations from the different cities show 
that no little progress has been made during the past 
year in mechanics and the useful arts. 

This year’s Exposition surpasses the two former 
ones, not only in number of articles exhibited, but in 
variety and quality. While there were only about 
800 exhibitors last year, there are nearly or quite 2,000 
this. This is highly gratifying, and shows a com¬ 
mendable spirit of enterprise which cannot but re¬ 
dound to the interest of the exhibitors. 

The art gallery shows a better display of American 
artists than has heretofore been afforded in the West 
if not in the East. This is as it should be, as it gives 
us a better idea of the works of our home artists than 
we could otherwise have. It enables us the better 
to compare their works with those of other countries. 
The foreign artists are not as largely represented this 
year, for the simple reason that the efforts of the man¬ 
agers have been principally confined to getting together 
a better showing of home works. There are, however 
a goodly number of pictures by foreign artists, and 
some very fine ones too. The grouping of the pictures 
is tastefully done, bringing together those of different 
artists in such a manner as to enable the spectator to 
tbe better see their respective peculiarities. This col¬ 
lection is well worth the careful study of all interested 
in the fine workB of art. 

Perhaps the most important feature of the Exposi¬ 
tion is the machinery department, for it is here that 
wc are brought in contact with the wonderful workings 
of the mind of man. Here we see the inventive genius 
of man illustrated in the different mechanical move¬ 
ments which he has created to take the place of manu¬ 
al labor, and to bring into utilization the crude materi¬ 
al of the earth and the forests. It is by the aid of these 
mechanical contrivances that we are indebted for many 
of the comforts wc now enjoy. To enumerate them 
would be fruitless, as they are known to all men. 

We not only live in a wonderful world, but iu a 
wonderful age, and one cannot get a better idea of its 
mysterious workings than by paying a visit to this 
congregation of wonders.

posed." 

Bo 
gardus' reply is not an acceptance, because he names a 
different place and time for the match.

The mapagers of the Exposi¬ 
tion propose to make a main feature of the Piscicnltu- 
ral Department, and ns far as they have gone, have suc¬ 
ceeded admirably._ 

In a note respecting the Cincinnati Zoological Gar¬ 
den, Capt. Duncaignc says : "Among the animals now 
here representing the tribes bovine, lupine, and feline, 
there are others representing the canines, which are of 
decided interest. Here are Qerinuu poodles, Danish 
dogtj, famous specimens of the St. Barnards, diminu¬ 
tive St. Charles spaniels, nnd, notably, the homely Ger¬ 
man DaoA^, the short-legged, ungainly but plucky 
hunting dog of our German friends. Most of the ani¬ 
mate were purchased at Ilagcubnch’s, Hamburg, and 
arrived bore in charge of Salvo Bugeo, a native of 
Alexandria, Egypt, an expert trainer of animals.

THIRD CONTEST FOR TUB BULL’S BYB BADGE—CANFIELD, OF TUB 
AMBRICAN TEAM, THE WINNER-COMPETITION FOR 
PLACES ON TUB NEXT INTERNATIONAL TBAM. 

New York, Sept. 4.— The third competition for the Cranch 
Bull’s Eye Badge came off yesterday at Creedmoor. The match 
is a peculiar one in this, that nothing but bull's eyes count. The 
distances are 800, 900 and 1,000 yards, fifteen shot* at each range. 
This gives crnple scope for the fairest trial of skill, aud only a 
marksman who cau sustain the severe ordeal of fifteen rounds at 
these extreme ranges may hope for success. The record yester¬ 
day was remarkably fine, Mr. Canfield, who won the badge, 
made twenty-three hull’s $yes, and Mr. Farwell scored twenty. 
In the two former matches this prize was won by Mr. L. Geiger 
on eighteen hull's eye*. Apart from tbe large percentage of bull's 
eyes made, Mr. Canfield's score—183 out of a possible 225 points 
—must be classed with the best shooting ever done at Creed¬ 
moor. The highest score thus far recorded at the above ranges, 
out of 225 points, is that of Mr. McKenna, of tbe Irish Interna¬ 
tional team, who, in competing for his place, accomplished the 
phenomenal score of 908 point* at the new target. Two hundred 
aud five and 203 points were also .made in the competitions for 
plkcea on tbe Irish t^am; and we remember that on one occasion 
Colonel Boding made 208. Colonel Gildersleeve 196 and Major 
Fulton about tbe same as Gildcraleeve. 

The weather yesterday was extremely warm, but not badly 
adapted to rifle shooting. The sky was unclouded, tbe light per¬ 
haps a little too bright, and a steady twenty-knot breeze swept 
diagonally across the range from southwest to northeast. Shoot¬ 
ing commenced by II o'clock at. tbe 800 yards range, and the 
match closed at half-past four. The following are tbe details of 
tbe shooting:
